On the con- 
trary, efforts along these lines could in- 
tensify our problems and perils, 

“The great majority of our people want 
to deal with these matters peacefully, in 
good will and by agreement to the greatest 
possible extent. The possible alternatives 
which could result from minority and ex- 
tremist efforts could be tragic. 


“But if good will and moderation pre- 
vail, dangers and fears curbed, and under- 
Standing, agreement and cooperation made 
more effective, there must be communica-
